Following close upon the visit of C. 
M. Winters, division superintendent of 
the Soo, Line rail road, to this village 
last week for the purpose of staking 
out the site for the new depot, the work 
' of filling in was commenfed. 

Wednesday twelve car loads of dirt 
wad' dumped upon the proposed site and 
present indications are that the 
work will be rapidly rusheil to comple- 
tion and that the building will be finish- 
and ready for occupancy before snow 
flies, arid according to all reports it will 
..be a structure of which Antioch may be 
justly proud. 

And now that decided steps have been 
taken in this direction would it not be 
well forour village board to carry this 
matter of improvements just a little 
farther? First, by insisting that.good 
cement walks. be laid in places where 
ot the present time there is none and 
also where the old board walks are in so 
poor a condition, especially along the 
streets leading to and _ from the new 
depot. 

And second by doing away with the 
unsightly aumping grounds that have 
so long adorned? the immediate vicinity 
of the present depoE What a welcome 
^; ;>slj^hange itw'ould be if these places were 
i^'*;;'^overed with dirt and hidden frem sight 
forever. 

That the new depot is at last to ma- 
terialize is due to the presistancy of 
President Webb who has worked un- 
ceasingly with that object in view. And 
it is now up to the board of local im- 
provements to get busy and do their 
part.

Joseph Lifter Has Disravered 
ment For Amputations 

In a recent number of the New York 
Medical Record Dr. L. L. Hill, of Mont- 
gomery, Ala,, gives a personal account 
of the great English surgeon, Joseph 
Lister, who has reached the age of 
eighty-four years, and who is related, 
throught marriage to a Waukeganman. 
In 1861, when Lister was surgeon at the 
Glassgow royal infirmary, he had seen 
five cases of amputation of the leg die 
of blood poisoning in that place in one 
week. He at once set to work to in- 
vestigate the couse. In 1867 he laid 
down the great principle of the modem 
treatmen of wounds. He stated that 
septic properties depended upon minute 
organiama, and that suppuration might 
be avoided by using some agent capable 
of destroyiug them, and recommended 
carbolic acid. He believed that air in- 
flection was the greateatsourceof dang- 
er, and his carbonic spray was the re- 
sult He awoke the surgeon to the im- 
portance of absolute cleanliness, insist- 
ing upon the cleaning of the surgeon's 
and assistant'shands, the patent's body, 
instruments, threads anddressings. In 
1890, when he discovered that the dust 
did not contain pathogenic bicro-organ- 
isms, he discarded the carbolice acid 
ipray, washed the wound with a weak 
solution of bicloride of mercury and 
zinc for the carbolic gauze. 

prior to his discovery of the potency 
of carbolic acid for disinfection of the 
skin and instruments that is from 1864 
to 1867, his mortality in major operat- 
ions wos 50 per cent. From 1867 to 
1869 his mortality in thfe same class of 
was 15 per cent. Lister isa member of 
the society of quakers. His father, 
who like hia grandfather, was a London 
wine merchant, was of a scientific turn 
of mind, and perfected the compound 
microscope. He also, in conection with 

Hodkin, determined the diameter of the 
red blood corpuscles andtheir tendency 

to run into rouleoux.

Must Investigate Cause of all Fires and 
Make Report to fire Marshal - 

By the passage of a recent state law, 
all town clerks in the state of Illinois 
have many new duties imposed upon 
them and have already received, notifi- 
cation of their new duties and powers, 
which will add materially to their in- 
comes and make them liable to severe 
penalties for neglect to obey the re- 
quirements of the law. 

- Following is a summary of what is 
expected ofall town clerks in future: 

The town clerk is required to visit 
all fires in the township as a result of 
which property has been destroyed or 
injured. He is to look into the cause, 
origin and circumstances of these firep, 
and is especially to determine whether 
they were due to carelessness or neglect. 
He is to make a full report to the 
dtate fire marshal of each fire and of 
the result of his Investigations on a 
blank furnished for this purpose. 

He is to receive a fee of fifty cents 
for each fire reported and mileage to 
and from the fire at fifteen cents a 
mile. A penalty of not less than $25 
nor more than $200 will be assessed for 
any failure to comply with the require- 
ments of the law. 

The law also makes the town clerk 
a, building inspector. Upon complaint 
of any one or, without complaint he is 
permitted to enter any building within 
his jurisdiction. If he finds upon such 
inspection a condition of building, con- 
tents or premises which he regards as 
dangerous to persons or property he 
shall order such condition corrected and 
the owner or occupier of the premises 
muatcorrect it forthwith. 



Women are to play an important 
part in the rejuvenation of John Alex- 
ander Dowie's religion as contemplated 
by Mrs. Jane Dowie.

Women, she said, would be 
at the head of che religion she intends 
to found on the ruins of her husband's 
cult. A. J. Gladstone Dowie. her son, 
is to act, she said, as her adviser. 

"I am not ready yet," she said, "to 
give out details of the new religion. 
It will be even more powerful, though, 
than that of my late husband, and will 
have for its basis only true Christian 
love. There will be no favored few, 
asunder past and present regimes," 
She will hold two or three meetings 
at White Lake, she says, "just to get 
into practice,"" before leaving for Chi- 
cago early in September, where ar- 
rangements have already been made for 
an active crusade along lines differing 
materially from the teachers of John 
Alexander Dowie. 

It is understood that financial difli- 
culties have forced Mrs. Dowie back 
into religious labor. Ben Mac Dhui is 
mortgaged to the limit and much of its 
once sumptuous furnishings has been 
sold to support her and Gladstone 
Dowie.

A mysterious disappearance, in which 
a horse, mute evidence though it is. is 
the only tangible clue on which to 
trace the whereabouts of a 12-year-old 
farmer boy,' aroused Winthrop Harbor 
Wednesday and according to the latest 
reports from the village no further 
trace has been found. 

Tuesday evening, just before dusk, 
it is said, Paul Engleman, 12 years of 
age, the son of a farmer residing on the 
White dairy farm, near Winthrop Har- 
bor went, as was his custom, towentthe 
pasture after the cows, riding on the 
back of one of the farm horses. 

His father paid no attention to the 
matter, until it came time for milking, 
and then discovered that no cows had 
been driven in from the field, it is said. 
Starting out into the pasture to look 
for the cattle, the farmer met the 
horse which the lad had ridden return- 
ing from the field. 

But no boy was on his back. 

Mr. .Engleman was puzzled and at 
once started a search for the boy. 
But no trace could be found. The 
ground-in the pasture w^as hard and 
offered no way in which the horse or 
the lad could be traced. Inquiries at 
the neighboring farms failed to develop 
any traces, and all night the , farmers 
of the vicinity, it is said, traversed the 
woods in the hope of finding the lad. 

It was not possible to obtain the full 
details as no communication with the 
parents of the lad could be obtained- 

It was reported, however, late in the 
afternoon that no trace of the lad has 
been found as yet, nor any trail which 
could be followed with any hope of dis- 
covery of the whereabouts of the miss- 
ing boy.

IVorkIng Man DIacovers That Boaa^ 

Ing About His Flock of Fowls 

Does Not Pay. 



Marshal Denis Limbcrry on the Job but 
Fails to Trace Robbers Down.^ 

Some time Friday night or early Sat- 
urday morning clever professional 
thieves, with all of the evidences of 
being masters at their game, entered 
and robbed the postofRce at Rondout, 
III., and the general store of A. G. 
Moore, in'which it-is located. 

While the amount secured by the 
robbers, $10 from the till in the store, 
S4 or S5 from the post office and $50 
worth of postage stamps, the skill 
with which the robbery was executed 
was worthy of a RafHes or Arsene 
Lupin, and though Marshal Denis Lim- 
berry, also a deputy sheriff, was called 
to the scene and looked over the ground 
not even a faint scent could be picked 
up, and there is no way of tracing the 
robbers. 

The crooks entered the store, in 
which the lyostoflice is located, by open- 
mg aside hall dooir with a skeleton 
key. 

The door which they opened leads 
to a flight of stairs and to rooms oc- 
cupied by the Moo res. There is a side 
door off the stairway leading into the 
store 6n which the skeleton keys failed, 
80 the robbers used other means. 

To get around the spring lock and 
hinges which hold the door they took 
a claw hammar and with the claws, 
pried at the door until they forced the 
spring lock back and the aperture 
opened, the process being noiseless, 
although it broke one of the stout 
hinges. 

Once inside, they cut the telephone 
wires the first thing they did, proba- 
bly, even going as far as to cut the 
lead wires to make renewal: of com- 
munication impossible if they were 
discovered. 

Then they got busy and no one in 
the village heard a sound, the post- 
master discovering the, robbery when" 
he came down to open the office and 
begin work.

Well drillers sinking an artesen well 
on the summer home of James W. Ste- 
vens of Glencoe, president of the Illinois 
Life Insurance company, in Skokie 
march opposite Ravinia and just south 
of Highland Park, struck petroleum at 
a depth of three hundred feet Tuesday. 
The well is filled with a thick viscous 
liquid, which experts declare is 
petroleum of a quality equal to the best 
of the Kansas and Texas fields. Farm- 
ers in the vicinty are excited over the 
discovery and the find may have the re- 
sult of opening up an unsuspected oil 
field. It is reported that the well is to 
be "shot" 

The oil is said to be of an excellent 
quality and there is no one who will 
hazard a guess as to the worth of the 
well. If it turns out as successfully as 
it appears well be the case it will run 
up into thousands, and perhaps a million 
dollars. The well drillers who drilled 
the well predict that in the present con- 
dition of the well that from fifteen to 
twenty barrels could be pumped out 
daily. After it has been "shot," that 
is, a charge of nitroglycerin will be 
sunk and explo'ded at the '■f6blF"bf 'thfe' 
well, causing a larger cavern to open 
and fill, making a large supply to draw 
from, that it well be possible to pump 
out between fifty and one hundred bar- 
rels a day. v Experts assert that there is 
no questions about the quality of the 
oil. 

George Hessler,, whose form adjoins 
that of Mr. Stevens says that this is 
not the first oil that has been discover- 
ed in this vicinity as about nine years 
ago a "gusher" was discovered about a 
mile and a half from the present well. 
It is said to have gushed oil thirty feet 
into the air. This would indicate, he . 
thinks, that oil exists in large quantities 
in this vicinity and it may mean the 
sinking of several wells at once. 

The location of the oil well was an 
accident pure and sinple. The well 
drillers had reached a depth of about 
one hundred and fifty feet when 
they struck water but it was diaired to 
reach a lower level. A short time later 
a little oil began to make its appearance 
in the water that flowed up but it was 
not until Tuesday that the oil began to 
flow out in a practically pure state.; 

The well drillers were obliged to give 
up their task at this point and will drill 
the well at another location on the 
grounds. After the well has been 
"shot" it will be able to tell more of its 
real value.

MEDICINE IN DAYS OF OLD 



Talismans and Charms That Took tho 
Placo of Drugs In Treating . 
Diseases, 



Tallsmnna in the oljl days vferk nat- 
ural objects, genernlly Imagined to be 
marked like the signs of the planets 
or zodiac, but aometlmes tUey were 
precious stones. They are confound- 
ed to a certain extent with amulets, 
■which Arabic word signifies anything 
suspended. Charms, on the other hand, 
from the Latin carmen, a song, refer 
to written spells, collections of words' 
often without sense, like the famous 
"Abracadabra." 

In tho time of the crusades faith in 
the virtue of precious stones was uni- 
versal, and to each were attributed 
special properties. Tho heliotrope or 
bloodstone, now worn so much in. seal 
rings, "stancheth blood, driveth away 
poisons, preserveth health; yea. and 
some write that It provolteth rnln and 
darkeneth tho sunne. suffering not him 
that beareth It to be abused. A to- 
paz healeth the lunatlcke person of his 
passion of lunacie. The garnet as- 
slsteth sorrow, and recreates tho 
beart; the crysolite Is the friend of 
wisdom and the enemy of folly. The 
great quack, Dr. Dee, had a lump of 
cannel coal that could predict!" 

In the fancied resemblance found 
among talismans none wore more ex- 
traordinary than those associated 
with color. Because Avicennn had 
said that red blood corpuscles moved 
the blood red colors were employed in

O much has been said and 
written in recent years 
about the woeful waste of 
the logging and lumbering 
methods pursued In the 
United States that tho 
average person without a 
very Intimate knowledge 
feels ' sure that tho case 
must be exaggerated. And 
In ' some degree he is . 
right. Great as have been 
tho sins of the timber Imr- 
vestera who have gar- 
^ nered the wealth of our 

forests with a free hand, they 
have scarcely been guilty in the 
measure that has been charged in 
some quarters. And, moreover, thera 
Is no doubt but that in moat cases the 
prodigal policy has been tho result of 
Ignorance rather than prompted by a 
wanton apliit as some of tho critics 
would have us believe. 

Tho general public has heard most 
regarding the wastefulness and extravagance 
of American methods of lumbering since tlio 
development within the past few years of the 
movement In behalf of the conservation of our 
natural resources. However, for years before 
Umt cruEado began, and with redoubled cnerg>- 
Bince, returned European travelers have been 
exclaiming upon the contrast between forestry 
methods In the old world and the new. Now. 
It has been very Impressive to hear bow In 
France and Germany great forests are culti- 
vated with the care of a woU-ordered garden, 
and how even the twigs that fall from the 
trees arc picked up and sold for fuel, but as 
-**.W-a matter of fact the boasted German methods 
of forestry would not bo at all suited to the 
United States. 

However, for all that, as has been hinted, 
there are two sides to thin question of tho 
wasteful American methods of lumbering, the 
fact remains that our people have not made 
tho most of the priceless heritage of our for- 
ests. Nor has all tho fault In this respect 
been at the door of the professional lumber- 
men who, given a seemingly almost Inexhaust- 
ablo source of supply, naturally gained a con- 
tempt for small sources of waste. In some 
measure responsible, also, have been the , 
farmers who were the pioneers in the settle- 
ment of the various sections of our country. 
Eager to clear the land they had taken up and 
to got to tho actual work of tilling the soil, 
these settlers were prone In many Instances 
to think only of the quickest and cheapest 
ways of getting rid of the timber. In many 
cases they tootf no pains to get the most out 
of tho standing timber or to so cut It that a 
maximum yield would be insured. 

It is tho professional lumbermen who have, 
figuratively speaking, slashed right and left 
without much regard to consequences in get- 
ting out their timber. Trees have been felled 
without the proper regard to the damage done 
to other forest monarchs in tho crash of the 
heavy trunks to "oartli, and logs have been 
*'snaked" or dragged out of the forest with 
■ few, if any, precautions against damage to the 
young growth — the source of tho lumber sup- 
ply of tomorrow. Added to those, and worse 
than all else in effect, la tho deadly destruc- 
tion wrought by forest (Ires. These wholesale 
annihilations of standing timber have been 
largely traceable to human carelessnesB and 
fihortslgfltodness— carelessness In extinguish- 
ing camp fires and other forms of human neg- 
ligence that precipitate the nrcs, and short- 
sightedness in not providing adequate, alarm 
Bystoms and nre-nghting facIlltleB to combat 
tho flames, once they have gained headway. 

A very spectacular form of lumber waste, 
and one that never falls to astound Europeans 
who tour the United States, is tho lavish use 
made of marketable timber In providing facil- 
Itlca for logging opernliona. In the states of 
Oregon and Washington, for Instance, there 
may bo seen In tho lumber regions ponderous , 
bridges, the piers ot which are formed from 
crossed logs placed criss-cross ,on top of one 
another. It Is no exaggeration , to say that 
Audi a bridge contains' the makings of lumber 
Bumciont to build all , the ^houses , and other 
frame structures in, a- good-sized village. An- 
other utility of Ihe American logging system 
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that consumes a surprising quantity of ma- 
terial is the *'skid road" which forms the 
artery of coramerco between a logging scene 
and tho nearest loading point on the railroad. 
A "skid road" may bo several miles In 
length and It Is composed throughout this en- 
tire length of logs or greased skids placed 
crosswise of tho highwoy to form a smooth 
and comparatively level pathway over or 
along which the logs fresh from the forest are 
dragged by a heavy steel cable attached to a 
donkey engine of several hundred horse 
power. Similarly the familiarity that breeds 
contempt has prompted many of" the 'loggers 
to act as spendthrifts In the use of large and 
sound logs to form a skidded platform, load- 
ing stage, etc., at the railroad siding where 
, tho logs are placed aboard the cars that are 
to carry them to tho mills. To pursue this 
same, subject further there might be cited 
the ImmenBo amounts of lumber that have 
been used in tho construction ' of the fiuroes 
or artificial canals mounted on trostlework 
in which logs 'are floated when other means 
. of transportation are not available, some of 



these flumes being 40 miles Mn length and 
costing nearly as much as a railroad. 

Perhaps the greatest hue and cry that has 
been precipituted by any phase of Americas 
wasteful lumbering methods has gone up as 
a result of the plan employed in felling the 
giant trees of the Paclflc northwest. It Is 
ono of tho first principles ot tho new con- 
Borvalive policy of lumbering that tho sever- 
ing of the trunk of a tree by sawing or chop- 
ping should be done at a point as near to tho 
ground as possible, so that tho waste rem- 
nant in tho form of tho stunip should be re- 
duced to a minimum. No wonder, then, that 
people who nro of this way ot thinking gasp 
with astonishment when they go to northern 
California and the famous Puget Sound coun- 
try and witness the methods o'f felling trees 
in vogue in this region, so plentifully endowed 
with timber wealth. 

The timber "jacks" of this favored region, 
far from attempting to make their "cut" as 
near tho grour^d as possible, are not even 
content to stand on the ground and swing 
their axes on a level with their waists, as did 



the old-time lumbermen of Maine and Michi- 
gan Instead, these Pacific coast fellows con- 
struct a "shelf on tho side of the tree to bo 
felled and at such a height that tho chopping 
lUid sawing is done at a point at least ten or 
twelve feet above ground.- The result Is, of 
course to leave a huge stump containing 
enough material to build a small house. The 
lumbermen JuBtify their action by the tradi- 
tion that the "swell" at the base of one of 
these big trees Is of inferior material— pre- 
sumably too poor to bother with. However, 
most of the expert foresters of the country 
say that this Is not true, at least not in the 
majority of cases and that this method of 
mutilating timber in the cutting Is a flag- 
rantly wasteful one. 

One of the most seriously wasteful methods 
of luraberiiig In vogue in tho United States- 
looked at from tho standpoint of future gener- 
ations—Is tho practice of talcing from a forest 
annually an amount of. lumber far in excess 
of new growth. Obviously this will serve to 
either speedily wipe out a forest or else to 
render it of little value for many years to 
come whereas it might be made to serve as 
n regular and permanent source of income. 
Indeed this plan of intelligent harvesting of 
the timber with reference to the supply of fu- 
ture years Is what renders so steadily profit- 
able tho admirably conducted forests of Ger-* 
many and Switzerland, 

Of course the American lumberman is en- 
saged in logging as a source of livelihood and 
his main defense against every charge of 
wasteful lumbering is that there Is so much 
timber in proportion to the population that It 
does not pay. as a business proposition, to 
take any more than the better part of each 
tree felled. Unquestionablo. there Is a grain 
of truth in this, provided a lumberman Is 
thinking only of prosperity In the present gen- 
eration but at the same time there is much 
waste In lumbering that is not only unneces- 
sary but is actually costly to the lumberman 
himself However, conservative lumbering is 
making headway and is supplanting the old 
wasteful methods In many sections of ,tho, 
country. The new Ideas of conservative lum- 
bering are based on throe principles. First. 
tho forest Is treated as a working capital tho 
purpose of which is to produce successive 
crops. Second, a systematic working plan is 
followed In harvesting the forest crop. Third, 
the work in the woods is carried on in such 
manner as to leave the standing trees and 
the youTig growth as nearly unharmed by tho 
lumbering as is possible. In the actual oper- 
ations of tree felling tho new policy calls for 
greater care, bo that no tree trunk may bo 
split or broken In falling and likewise are 
there precautions so that the bark of valuable 
standing trees will not be rubbed or torn by 
the tree trunks that aro being "skidded" out 
of the forest. Finally a ban has been placed 
on the wasteful practice of cutting promising 
young trees for corduroy or skids simply be- 
cauHO those happen to be convenient and are 
straight. Under the old plan the waste does 
not end when a log gets to the . sax . mill. 
There Is a further loss of nearly all;;the,qlab3 
and edgings and all tho sawdust not^used.for 
fuel, so that It Is doubtful If more than half 
of the cubic contents of tho. standing tree' la 
'finally used. ',-....

Deaths Due to Dust. 
A warning against the dangers of 
dust was issued recently by the Na- 
tional Association for tlie Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis, In which 
It Is shown that tho percentage of 
deaths caused t^y tuberculosis In dusty 
trades is more than double that for 
all employed men in the registration 
area of the United States. While 
among males generally In the regis- 
tration area of the United States 14.5 
per cent, of all deaths are from con- 
sumption the mortality among grin- 
ders from this disease Is 49.2 per 
cent, and in hardly any of the dusty 
trades is It below 25 per cent. Tbo 
percentage of deaths from tuberculo- 
sis among all those exposed to.metallc 
dust Is 36.9 per cent.; to mineral dust, 
28.G per cent.; to vegetable fibre duct, 
28. S per cent.; to mixed animal and 
other forms of dust. 32.1 per cent., to 
street dust, 25.5 per cent.; and to 
organic, or dust coming from the ar- 
tlclo being manufactured, 23 per cent.

HOW EDISON HAPPENED ON THE 
PHONOGRAPH SECRET. 



Accidental Occurrence, While He:Wai 
Experimenting on Sheepskin for 
the Telephone, Suggested the 
© Talking Machine. 

Accident has bad so much to do 
with all great inventions that It will 
not be surprising to hear that the 
phonograph was a chance discovery. 

Many yeara-ago, while Edison was 
experimenting on dlaphragme for the 
telephone, he had constructed a num- 
ber of email sheepskin drumheads, to 
compare with the -metal one. To 
some of these sheepskin diaphragms 
he had attached a small needle, whfch 
was Intended to project toward the 
magnet and assist in conveying the 
vibrations caused by the human voice. 

The sheepskin diaphragms did not 
fulfill Kdlson's expectations, and were 
discarded and thrown aside as rub- 
bish. His assistants soon discovered 
that by holding the sheepskin dia- 
phragms In front of their mouths and 
emitting a guttural sound between 
the llpB, a peculiar noise, approaching 
music, could be produced. 

In passing one of the men engaged 
In playing on a diaphragm one day, 
Hdlson playfully attempted to stop the 
noise by touching the projecting metal 
pin with his finger, and had no sooner 
done BO than he started. 

"Do that again," said Edison, and. 
It was repeated, aiid again his finger 
touched the pin, to bis evident de- 
light. 

He went about for some time, ask- 
tng one after another of bis assis- 
tants to hum or sing against the dia- 
phragm, and finally he got them "to 
talk, against It, he all the time touch- 
ing the pin lightly -n4th his finger. 

Finally be retired to his den, and 
commenced drawing diagrams for new 
machinery, which his assistants speed- 
ily made, and a few days later the 
first phonograph was put together. 

It was a crude aftalr, the pin mak- 
ing an Impression on the wax. and It 
talked Imperfectly; but it did well 
enough to show Edison that he was 
on the right track, and he rapidly Im- 
proved It. , ^ 

A hundred men might have felt the 
vibration of that pin attached to the 
piece of shcejakln, but it took an 
Edison to Instantly realize that the 
vibration might be made to Indent a 
soft substance and be ausceptlble of 
reproducing the exact sounds of the 
human voice that caused the different 
vibrations.

AUTO MEET. 



lEN ZENGEL WINS BIG EVENT 



Nearly 100 Persons Hurt When Grand 
Stand Collapses Precipitating 2,000 
to Ground In Torror-Strlcken Heap 
— Coolness Saves Many. 



Elgin, 111. — Tragedy raced with the 
record-breaking speed demons here 
and overtook one of the cars lu which 
two men were careening around the 
road course. Just before the winner 
o£ the National trophy Hashed across 
the finish lino, one of the automobiles 
of the Pope-Hartford type, jumped 
Into the air anil turned a 
somersault. The mechanician, Suni- 
uct Jacobs, was killed instantly and 
the driver, David Buck, suffered In- 
juries that resulted In his death a 
short time later. 

The trophy was won by Len Zen- 
gel In a Xational car, who rau at an 
average speed of GC.-li) miles an hour, 
four miles an hour faster than the 
record of 1910. 

Zengel sustained an engine killing 
speed for the 30fi miles. Ills car ran 
In splendid luck, outlasting Ralph 
Jiulford's Lozier, Ralph Do Raima's 
Simplex and Spencer Wlshart's Sim- 
plex, three of the most touted cars 
,ln the race. Every one of them fell 
before the tremendous pace, leaving 
the trophy between Zongel, Grant 
and Hughes, who finished la the or- 
der named. 

The crowd had a touch of excite- 
ment not on the program at the end 
of the first lap when the grand stand 
folded up like a window shutter and 
tobogganed 2,000 persons to the 
ground. They lit In a hysterical and 
Trightenod heap, but there was little 
or no outcry. For twenty minutes the 
ambulances were busy taking care of 
the Injured. Then, with many of the 
spectators standing on firm earth, the 
race was resumed. 

It was at first thought that there 
were some fatal Injuries, but invesU- 
gallon showed that the woriit suffer- 
ers sustained nothing more Uian a 
broken limb. Nearly a hundred per- 
sons In all sustained bruises and oth- 
er minor hurts. 

The fact that scores were not fatal- 
ly Injured was due chiefly to the cool- 
ness of the men and women who were 
sitting In the collapsing seats. Scarce- 
ly a dozen rose to their foet or tried 
to jump.

SIXTY PERSONS* ARE HURT 



Disaster Occurs Near Manchester, N. 
Y. — Most of Passengers Were Re- 
turning From Veterans' Meet at 
Rochester — Soldier Saves Many. 



Rod'ontcr, N. Y.— Tho Chicago, Buf- 
falo & New York express on tbo Le- 
high Valley railroad, loaded with 
Grand Army men returning from tho 
Rochester encampment, was wrecked 
at Manchester. Twenty-nine persons 
lost their lives and 60 were Injured. 
The disaster was caused by spreading 
rails. Two engines and two cars 
passed over the rails In safety. The 
third and fourth cars plunged over the 
bridge GO feet beloV. 

The disaster was due to spreading 
rails. The locomotives and the bag- 
gage car bad passed over the trestle 
when the tracks gave way. A dining 
car fllled with passengers at luncheon 
was the first to plunge headlong Into 
the water. Two coaches followed, one 
Blending on end In tho water with 
all Its passengers hurled Into a heap, 
which completely filled two-thirds of 
the car, crushing and maiming all 
who were underneath. 

Had it not been for tho almost 
miraculous presence of mind of Vet- 
eran Frank J. Pinner^ In charge of tho 
U. S. Grant post, G. A. R., of Philadel- 
phia, tbo nine remaining coaches 
would also have plunged into tho 
lake. Quick as a flash when he heard 
the first crash' Mr. Pinner leaped up 
and pulled the emergency brake. It 
brought the coaches to a stop quiver- 
ing at the edge nf the shattered 
trestle. 

Before they could reach victims In 
tho partially submerged dining car 
rescuers wore obliged to build a foot- 
bridge into the outlet of the lake. 

A scene almost unprecedented In 
railroad wrecks greeted tho passen- 
gers who poured out of the undam- 
aged coaches. Victims with blood 
streaming from head and nrnj and 
limb wore creeping and being dragged 
through tho shattered glass In the 
windows, only to plungo Into the 
water. 
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DIE IN PANIC 



FUSE BLOWS OUT AT MOVING 
PICTURE SHOW. 



Dead and Dying Piled In Single Stair- 
way In Frantic Rush to 
Escape. 

Canonsburg^ Pa. — Twenty-six per- 
sons were killed and sixty Injured In 
a panic which followed the explosion 
of a moving picture film In the 
Grand opera houso in this city. Of 
the dead thirteen were children un- 
der fifteen years of age and seven 
were women. 

Operator John McCullough had just 
thrown the title of tho next scries of 
pictures on the screen, "A Little CUlId 
Shall I^ad Them," when the film ex- 
ploded and his asbestos cabinet was 
filled with flame. 

Some one yelled "Fire!" and the 
l.COO people In the audience turned 
In thoir scats, saw tho smoko and 
made a frantic rush for the one door- 
way leading to the narrow eight-foot 
stairway, with GO steps loading up 
from a vestibule. Hero they pIIo\ 
down on 200 people crowded Into tho 
passage, awaiting the cnZ of tho per- 
formance to take the places of those 
who had seen the show. 

Immediately the narrow stairway 
was packed and Jammed ten feet high 
with the dead and dying, the shriek- 
ing injured and tho screaming uik 
hurt.

SHOE MACHINERY QUIZ ENDS 

Federal Grand Jury Will Make No 
Report on It at This 

Time. ' 

Boston, Mass. — Tho federal 
grand jury ' has completed Its In- 
vestigation of the United Shoo Muchln- 
ory company. The jury was convened 
on August 1 for the purpose of Inves- 
tigating alleged violations of the Sher- 
man anti-trust act by this company. 
No report as to the result of the In- 
quiry will bo made public at this 
time.

Anxiety felt for tbo safety of the 
people marooned on Sullivan's island 
was relieved with the arrival of the 
Consolidated corapnuy's steamer from 
the island with a loud of oxctrrslon- 
Ists and residents. 

Eight or ten schooners and small 
steamers were either sunk or dam- 
aged. The rainfall was more than 

two IllCllCB. 

The tide was something over eight 
foot during the storm, three feet 
alKJrt of the record of 1803. Consider- 
able d.-imuge was done by tho water 
In tho low sections of the city, neces- 
sitating many people being removed 
from their hou6e<i. The waters have 
caused washouts on the approaches 
to the Union station, preventing Its 
use. 

Great damage Is feared for. the rice 
and sea Island cotton Industries by 
the rising of tho tide. 

On August 3. 1886, Charleston suf- 
fered from an earthquake shock. Sev- 
en-eighths of the houses were ren- 
dered unfit for habitation, 27 persons 
were killed and many Injured and 
property valued at over $S.OOO,000 de- 
stroyed. Hurricane and epidemic to- 
gether devastated the city both In 
1799 and in 1874. 

The older and more thickly popu- 
lated part of the town was burned In 
1740 and n hurricane did great damugo 
In 1762.

BEATTIE CONf ESSED, SAYS KIN 

Accused Virginian's Cousin Paul Gives 

Damaging Evidence Against 

Defendant at Trial. 

CheBtorfleld Courthouse, Va.— Paul 
Boattlo, cousin of the man now on 
trial for his life in connection with 
the murder ot bis young wife, made 
his effort to send Harry Clay Bcattie, 
Jr.. to the electric chair. 

Witliout the least hesitation Paul 
Beattle declared that Harry Beattie 
had himself said that he killed the 
bride of a year. This testimony cre- 
ated a sensation not equaled since 
the murder of Jlra. Bcattlc. 

As far as tho general public was 
aware, Paul Bcattie's testimony was 
to deal only with the purchase of tho 
shotgun with which the crime was 
committed. The young man, weak- 
minded, sickly and a typical Bpoclmcn 
ot tho "poor white" of the south, ad- 
mitted after the murder tlmt he had 
purchased the fatal gun. In tho same 
breath ho declared that the gun bad 
been bought nt the Instigation of his 
coualn, Harry, and bad been turned 
over to Harry a few days before the 
young wife was shot to death during 
an automobllo ride. 

This point, strong ns It was against 
the prisoner, Is only a drop In tho 
bucket compared with the testlmopy 
of Paul Beattle. 

The prosecution sprung another sur- 
prise when It Introduced as a wltncus, 
without warning, Mrs. R. V. Owen, 
mother of the slain girl. 

In a taxlcab, the arrival of which 
was timed to coincide with the mo- 
ment Sheriff Gill exhibited In the 
courtroom the clothing worn by Beat- 
tie on tho night of the murder, Mrs. 
Owen appeared and took tho witness 
stand. 

Quickly and without tho usual po^ 
fuflctory questions Incident to the In- 
troduction of a new witness, Prosecu- 
tor Wendenborg questioned Mro. 
Owen as to her knowledge of the do- 
mestic life of tho Doattles and 
brought out a point Intended as rele- 
vant to the alleged motive for tho 
murder, namely that Beattlo'a physi- 
cal condltloh, due to dissipation, bad 
caused much unhappiness to hiB wife, 

Tho witness said that* on, the night 
of tho murder she had cauttonod Mrs. 
Beattio not to go out aline* with h^k* 
husband.

On a beautiful Saturday afternoon, 
four weeks ago. tho writer BUrtod for 
a twenty-iullo drive Into the country 
from one of the hundred or more now 
towns that have been well started dur- 
ing the past Bprlng. In the Province of 
Saskatchewan In AVeatem Canada. 
Mile after mile, and mile after mile, 
was trnvorBed through what was one 
continuous wheat field, the only relief 
to the aceno being' the roadways that 
Jed back into other setUementB, 
where would have been repeated the 
same ^reat vista of wheat 

mat a wealth! Here were Hun- 
dreds and tbouBonds. dnd mnilons of 
bushels of what was declared to bo a 
quality of grain equal to any that has 
over been grown In the province As 
wo drove on and on I thought of those 
fellows down on the Board of Trade 
at Chicago. St. Louis. Minneapolis 
and Duluth. While they were' exploit- 
ing each others' energies the farmer 
of Saalcatchewan, AiDerta and Mdnl- 
toba was contemplating how much he 
would realize out of his crop, now 
past any danger of accident, over 
Nvhat his anUcIpations wore two 
months ago. One man said to me: 
"The profits of that field of wheat will 
give mo sufllclcnt money to purchase 
820 acres of land, for which the rail- 
way company is asking $G,400. and 
pay It In cash." Another, with a field 
of nax— it was only 220 acres — said 



splendid country, all one beautiful pic- 
ture, and such an opportunity to use 
one's Imagination In figuring up the 
amount of the wealth of the crops 
through which the trip into town took 
UB. was not to be enjoyed every day. 
And away wo started. 

It was delightful. Wo drove and 
drove through avenues of wheat, 
which today, having yellowed with 
the beneflcent sun. Is being laid low 
by the reaper, stacked and throBhcd 
by the thousands^ of hands requfred to 
do It, and In great wagons , la being 
token to the elevator. 

A nlght'H rldo by train took us 
through 22G miles of this great prov- 
ince of Saskatchewan— into the sou^h- 
western part — and from appearances 
It might have. been as though a trans- 
fer had been made across a township. 
There were wheat fields, oat fields, 
barley fields and flax fields, and many 
more that could not bo seen. Yet 
there Uiey were, and during the night 
we had passed through a country slm* 
llariy culti\-ated. 

. It will all secure a market and got 
Its way to ocean or local mill by 
means of the great railways whose 
well-arranged systems are penetrating 
everywhere Into tho agricultural parts, 

ProaperoUB Alberta. 

Wo afterward went over Into Al- 
berta, and hero again It was grain and 
cattle, cattlo and grain, comfortable 
farm homes, splendidly built cities 
and towns, the beat of churches and 
the most thoroughly equipped schools. 

"While talking with a Bouthern Sas- 
katchewan farmer he said, that the 
land he was working, and for which 
he had been offered $60 an acre, had 
been purchased five years ago for .^12 
an acre, but he won't sell. He Is 
making a good profit on his land at 
$G0 an acre, and why should be sell? 
Farther north, land was selling at 
from (15 to $18 and $20 an acre. It 
was learned afterward that tho soil 
was similar to that In tho south, tho 
price of which today Is $G0 an acre, 
Tho climate was similar and tho mar* 
kets as good. In fact the only differ' 
cnce was that today these northern 
lands occupy the same position that 
the more southerly ones did five years 
ago. and there are found many who

balance in the bank. Flax produces 
wonderfully well, and tho current 
price Is about $2.50 per bushel. We 
their drove over Into another town- 
ship, getting further back from the 
railway, and the main traveled road. 
Hero wo found ourselves In the center 
of a Swedish Bcttlemcnt Those form- 
ing tho Bottleraent were originally 
from Nebraska. Invited to put up our 
horses and stay over for dinner, and 
n dinner that was enjoyed not only on 
account of tho generous appetite ere* 

: atcd by tho exhilarating drive, but 
also because of the clean 'linen, tho 
well-prepared dishes of roast fowl, po- 
tatoes, cabbage, and a delightful dcs* 
sort, some of the history of tho settle- 
ment was learnod. The host and 
boatCBs were modest in describing 
their own achievements, and equally 
modest as to those of their friends, 
but enough was learned to satisfy us 
that they had come there about three 
years ago. In moderate, almost poor, 
circumstances. Most of them had re- 
ceived their bomoBtends as a gift from 
tlio government, and by carofut dili- 
gence had purchased and paid for ad- 
Joining land. They had plenty of cat- 
tlo and horsoB, some sheep and hogs, 
and largo weli-kupt gardens, showing 
nn abundance of potatoes and cabbage 
and otiior vegetables. Their buildings 
wore good. Schools were In the neigh- 
borhood and" there was evldcnco of 
comfort everywhere. 

On to the Park Country. 

^ Reluctant to leave th^so Interesting 
people, tho horses thoroughly rested, 
were "hooked up" and driven on, un- 
der a sun still high In the heavens, 
with tho horses pulling on tho bit and 
traveling at a If-mlie an hour gait 
over n road that would put to shame 
many of the macadamized streets, wo 
were whirled along a sinuous drive 
through tho woods and then out In the 
park country. 

Here was another scene of beauty, 
groves of poplar, herds of cattle, 
fenced fields of wheat ond oats and 
barley and flax. Here was- wealth, 
nnd happiness and surely content- 
ment The crops wore magnificent. 
The settlors, most of them, by the 
way, from Iowa, had selected this lo- 
cation because of Its beauty. Its en- 
tire charm was wholesome. Fuel was 
In abundance, the soil was the best, 
the flhelter for tho cattlo afforded by 
the groves'gave a splendid supply of 
food, while hay was easy to get They 
liked It Hero was a sturdy farmer, 
with his throe boys. He had formerly 
boon a merchant In an' Iowa town, his 
children had been given a college edu* 
cation and one of tho boys was about 
to marry tho accompllBhod daughter 
of a neighboring farmor. 

Through Land of Wealth. 
The Invitation to remain to hupper 
was accepted, hut tnat given to re- 
main over night was tabled. It was 
only R 25-mlle drive Into town oyer 
the beat of roads, , through- such a

Throughout all this great country, 
practically BOO by 800 miles square, 
there are still a great many home- 
steads which are given free to actual 
settlers.

Immense Crops Asaured. 

Throughout the Bouthern portion of 
Alberta, a district that suffered morr 
or less last year from drouth, there 
will be harvested this year ono of tho 
best crops of fall wheat, winter wheat 
oats, fiax and alfalfa that has over 
been taken off these highly productive 
lands. 

In Central Alberta, which comprises 
tho district north of Calgary and east 
two hundred miles, through Camrose, 
Sedgewlck. Castor. Red Deer, Wetas- 
klwln, Edmonton, Lacombe. Vegro- 
vllle, Tofield, Vermillion and a score 
of other localities, where are settled 
largo numbers of , Americans, the 
wheat oats and flax, three weeks ago, 
was standing strong and erect Inrge 
heads and promising from 30 to 35 
hUBhoia of wheat and as high as 100 
bushels of oats on carefully tilled 
fields, while flax would probably 
yield from 15 tp 18 bushels per acre.

are taking It to the elevators, nnd no 
matter where you go it. is the same 
story nnd a picture auch as can only 
bo seen In tho groat grain fields of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberto. 



BEST IWETHOD OF PIG FEEDIWe FOR 

FATTENING AND FOR BREEDING 




A Good Ancestor. 



By WILLIAM DIETRICH. 
University of KilnolB. 

It Is a well known fact that animals 
In general and pigs In particular need 
mineral matter In their general devel- 
opment as well as for bone construc- 
tion. Slnco some feeds aro especially 
deficient In mineral matter, and since 
pIgB very often do not have as wide a 
range as previously, It becomes espe- 
cially^ Important to feed mineral mat- 
ter. As predicted at Iho Illinois experi- 
ment station, salt, charcoal, air-slacked 
lime or ground limestone, bone meal 
orrock prosphate and hardwood ashes 
are put Into separate compartments of 
the same trough and set Into the pen 
with the pigs. By this means they 
have free access to* such foods and can 
eat as much of any ono or all of them 
as tlieir metabolism requires. This ap- 
parently suppllefl them with tho neces- 
sary mlneraT Ingredients so that they 
get along and produce good results. 

In regard to protein It has been 
early ahown that the animal cannot 
grow without this material, and pigs 
that were fed on a diet low In protein, 
as for instance, com and water, at- 
tained a live weight of only eighty 
pounds at eight months of ago. Of 
course, such a ration Is also deficient 
in mineral matter and variety. It has 
further been shown that when pigs 
have been fed an excessive amount of 
protein they become" stunted and will 
not grow, well thereafter. This being 
true. It shows that this part of tho 
ration must be carefully guarded. In 
cfrder to get proper results tho pig 
that Is being grown and fattened for 
market should havo between six-tenths 
and seven-tenths of a pound of digest- 
ible crude. protein dally per 100 pounds 
live -weight, and this should bo fed 
during the growing period. During the 
fattening period a much smaller quan- 
tity, or^about half of this amount Is 
Bufilclent The reduction, however, 
should be made gradually and extend 
during a period of four weeks' time. 

Pigs that are being developed for 
breeding purposes should have some- 
what less protein than those that are

In explanation It should bo said that 
the soup In A was purchased In cans; 
In 13 It was made from home canned 
tomatoes. The toast In A was Hol- 
land rusks, In package; In B, It was 
made from bread. The pork and beans 
In A were purchased; In B, they were 
entirely homo prepared, nnd cooltod In 
the flreless cooker. The lettuce waa 
served with Yacht Club salad dressing 
In A, the bottle containing ono cup 
of dressing. The bread and cake In 
A were baker's products. It Is In- 
teresting to notice, In connection with 
the cake In B, that the cake Itself, a 
very plain one, cost 19.4 cents, whilo 
the Icing coat 15.6 cnnta; the time for 
making tho cake was only nino min- 
utes, tho cake mixer being used, while 
ten minutes were required to make 
tho Icing. Few housekeepers realize 
that in Icing a plain cake they are al- 
most doubling iholr labor, as well as 
the cost. :

being grown and fattened for market 
Furthermore, as tho breeding pig gets 
older It should have the amount of 
protein fed gradually reduced at suc- 
cessive stages. 

It was shown that during the fall 
and spring, when the temperature Is 
about right, the pigs will drink ap- 
proximately the right amount of wa- 
ter, when given free access to It It 
has also been shown that during tho 
winter season, when the water Is cold, 
they will not drinh enough water for 
tho best results. This being true. It 
becomes necessary to feed water. 
Young pigs and breeding stock need 
more water than fattened hogs. Start- 
ing with pigs at two months of age, 
they should havo from 12 to 13 pounds 
of water dally per 100 pounds live 
weight In the case of pigs that are 
being grown and fattened for market 
this Is gradually reduced to four or 
(Ive pounds at eight months of ago, 
when the pigs are In prime condition 
for market. In the case of pigs that 
are being developed for breeding pur- 
poses the amount should bo reduced to 
only about eight to nine pounds. A 
breeding herd, as far as this matter 
has been gone Into, seems to require 
about eight to ten pounds of water 
dally per 100 pounds. 

The amount of carbohydrates In a 
ration necessary f«r breeding pigs can 
perhaps best be controliod by the 
condition of the hogs, A fattened 
hog, furthermore, should never be put 
on full feed, but should always be fed 
little enough, so that everything Is 
eaten before the pig leaves the trough 
or feeding floor. In tlie case of young 
pigs, less than this amount should be 
fed, That la, they should be kept de- 
cidedly hungry except when the ra- 
tion contains so much roughage or 
water that their appetites aro satis- 
fied on that account To put it on 
tho same basis as protein, pigs that 
are being grown and fattened for mar- 
ket should have from two and two- 
tenths to two and four-tenths pounds. 
Pigs developed for breeding purposes 
should havo a little less, 

VALUE OF POULTRY 
n/IAWURETOFARiWERS 

Tho value of poultry manure as a 
soli fertilizer depends upon two things, 
flrst, the food fed to the stock produc- 
ing It, and .second, tho manure In 
which tho droppings are collected and 
preserved. It has always been known 
that poultry manure Is of much more 
value as a plant food than tho ordi- 
nary farm manures, and this Is due to 
tho fact that tho former baa more :nl- 
trogen. It is so rich In notrbgen that 
when applied to the garden It should 
bo In small quantities. 

But poultry droppings are of little 
value unless they are properly pre- 
served. A great part of It consists of 
decomposed nitrogenous matter, and 
It Is necessarj- to preserve this with 
the aid of a good absorbent otherwise 
Its strength It lost. For ordinary pur- 
poses of preservation land plaster or 
pulverized gypsum should be frcly 
sprinkled over the dropplnga every 
day. If land plaster Is not available, 
good loam or dry muck will answer 
tho purpoBO. Sand Is unfit to mix with 
poultry manure. 

Tho droppings should be collected 
dally or the nitrogen will be lost and 
a dally'cleaning of the dropping board 
Is much better for tho health of the 
fowls. When large a9cumulatlons of 
droppings are allowed to remain, the 
escaping ammonia is a source of dis- 
comfort to the fowls, as well as a loss 
In Its use as a fertilizer. As the drop- 
pings are cleaned each day they 
should bo mixed with land plaster or 
good loam and stored away in tight 
barrels. Some gardeners rfrcommend 
the mixing of wood ashes with tho ma- 
nuro before It Is applied to tho ground. 
Keop tho mixture moistened a little 
and turn It over occaslonaly to fine It 
before It Is used. 

Many persons who keep poultry do 
not realize tho value of tho poultry 
manure and fall to preserve It, even 
though the hou^ Is cleaned dally. 
To allow this manure to become dry 
and exposed to the elements will de- 
stroy nearly all Its value as a fer- 
tilizer. Where large flocks of fowls 
are kept the manure is often a prod- 
uct which, when properly prepared 
and preserved, .yields a fair rovenu» 
to the poultryman.
